The plane was flying at night because the spray kills 
cutter bees, which are used to spread pollen during the 
day, Moysard said. 

Members of two familes have reported the spray made 
them sick and several have had blood tests taken, 
Moysard said. Four rabbits reportedly died atone home.

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economic growth slows in spring while inflation surges 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
economic growth slowed to a 
lackluster annual rate of 1.7 percent 
in the spring while inflation, driven 
by higher food and energy costs, 
raced ahead at the fastest pace in 
more than six years, the govermnent 
reported Thursday. 

The Commerce Department said 
the gross notional product, the 
broadest measure of economic 


health, turned in its weakest showing 
since mid-1986 os growth was held 
back by a slump in auto .sales ad 
housing construction. 

The Bush administration insisted 
that the GNP report did not raise the 
specter of on imminent recession, 
but private economists were not as 
confident. 

They expressed concerns that the 
year-long effort on the port of the 


Federal Reserve Board to fight 
inflation with higher interest rates 
had token its toll on the economic 
recovery, which has already lasted a 
pcactimo reeprd of years. 

While the Federal Reserve has 
reversed course and is now lowering 
interest rates in on effort to keep the 
economy moving forward, some 
analysts worried that the about-face 
has come too late. 


The L7 percent GNP increase in 
the April-June quarter was down 
sharply from a- revised 3.7 percent 
advance in the first three months of 
.the year although the January- 
Morch. figure, was inflated by a 
bounceback in the farm sector from 
last year’s drought. 

The second quarter growth rate 
was tho weakest since a 0.8 percent 
rise in the third quarter of 1^, the 


last time the economy skirted close 
to a recession. 

Inflationary pressures grew more 
intense in the spring, as well, with a 
price index tied to the GNP rising at 
an annual rate of 4.9 percent, the 
biggest increase since 1^. 

After driving up interest rates for 
a year, the Fed switched in Juno and 
since then has made three small 
moves to push rates lower, including 


an casing move earlier this week. 
The adverse effects of the earlier 
tightening were apparent in the GNP 
report.
